The  Tamburitza  is  the  oldest  stringed  instrument  in  use  by  a  nation.  Devised  by 
Carpathian  mountain  shepherds  more  than  15  centuries  ago,  it  consisted  originally 
of  two  strings  stretched  along  a  piece  of  dry  wood.

The  United  Empire  Loyalists  are  "those  persons 
who  remained  faithful  to  the  British  Crown  dur- 
ing and  after  the  Revohitionary  War  in  America", 
and  sacrificed  their  homes,  their  fortunes,  their 
trades  and  professions  and  came  to  Canada  in 
and  around  the  year  1783.  They  were  the  first 
EngHsh  speaking  white  settlers  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario — made  the  roads,  built  the  first  churches 
and  schoolhouses  and  made  the  laws.  They 
suffered  many  cruel  hardships  but  were  an  honest, 
loyal.  God-fearing,  and  in  most  instances,  a  cul- 
tured people  and  held  Ontario  and  the  Western 
Provinces  for  the  British  Crown. 

George  III,  then  King  of  England  in  an  Order  in 
Council,  dated  November  9th,  1779,  granted  to 
these  people  and  their  descendants  for  ever  the 
right  to  the  letters  "U.E."  (or  Unity  of  Empire) 
after  their  names. 

Fifty  years  ago,  in  Nov.  1897,  the  United  Empire 
Loyalist  Association  of  Toronto  was  formed.

Our  aim  in  this  Folk  Festival  is  to  transform 
strangers  into  friends  by  giving  and  receiving 
understanding. 

The  American  Women's  Club  of  Toronto  has 
undertaken  to  present  a  composite  picture  of 
American  life  developing  from  our  early  Colonial 
beginnings. 


Our  portrayal  of  the  three  rooms  is  not  intended 
to  present  any  "period"  of  American  furniture, 
but  is,  rather,  a  collection  of  numerous  items 
which  helped  to  make  a  progressive  picture  of 
early  American  home  development.  These  rooms 
suggest  the  average  basic  home  of  the  Founders 
of  our  Nation. 

The  kitchen,  built  around  the  hearth  fire,  was  the 
main  and  most  lived  in  room  in  every  early  home. 
The  j>arlour  was  for  formal  occasions,  weddings, 
funerals  and  the  visits  of  the  minister  or  other 
dignitaries.  The  bedroom — the  restorer  of  energy 
and  life. 

Much  of  the  furniture  shown  here  came  from 
homes  in  the  United  States  and  is  still  in  actual 
use.  Many  pieces  are  heirlooms  owned  by  Club 
members.  The  early  American  glass,  pewter, 
silver,  china  and  oddments  in  the  cases,  and  the 
linens,  spreads  and  quilts  in  the  background  are 
treasures  from  homes  of  nearly  every  state  in  the 
Union. 

The  cards  will  tell  a  bit  of  the  history  and  owner- 
ship of  the  numerous  exhibits  and  help  you  to 
capture  the  atmosphere  of  their  former  settings. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  several  Departments  of 
State,  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  kindly  indi- 
viduals, both  in  the  United  States  and  here,  we 
have  obtained  the  various  pictures  and  helpful 
information  relative  to  this  exhibit.  We  wish  to 
acknowledge  and  extend  to  them  individually  and 
personally,  our  grateful  thanks  for  their  friendly 
co-operation  and  assistance.
